In the Claims : 

Please amend claims 14, 16, 18 and 21 as follows: 

1 4. Device for forming wood fiber board from a wood fiber stock suspension has a 
basic weight of 1 200 to 8000 g/m 2 , the device comprising a first headbox and a main 
dewatering zone having a first top wire or felt and a bottom wire or felt, the first top 
wire and the bottom wire forming a first wedge zone having an inlet end and an outlet 
end, the first wedge zone being pressure loaded at the outlet end. 



16. Device according to Claim 14 wherein the first wedge zone is adjustable
